Patten Property 


$89,000 Offer Is Sole 


Proposal at Sher- 


iffs Sale 


PLANS R E V E A L E D 


Old Mill Will be Ware- 


house if Sale Is 


Confirmed 


Probably the last chapter in the 


history of the Patten Paper com- 
pany mill, one of the oldest in the 
valley, was written into the records 
this morning in the sheriff's sale in 
circuit court when the Fox River 
Paper company submitted a bid of 
$89,000 for the property on E. North 
Island street. It was the only bid 
received. 


Arthur 
G. 
Wakeman, general 


manager of the Fox River Paper 
company, said today that if the pur- 
chase is approved by the court, his 
company will use the buildings on 
the 
Patten 
property 
for waie- 


houses. sell the machinery, and use 
the water power in their present 
nulls. 


The purchase would include pa- 


per trademarks and patents. The 
addition of the waterpower owned 
by the Patten company would give 
the Fox River Paper company al- 
most the entire river, Wakeman 
said. 


The Igw firm of Bouck, Hilton, 


Kluwin. and Dempsey. 
Oshkosh, 


presented the bid at this morning's 
sale. About 50 former Patten em- 
ployes were present, seeking in- 
formation on back pay owed them. 
Sheriff John Lappen said. 


Wakeman said that Patten mill 


owned three-eighths of the river's 
waterpower, the Fox River Paper 
company five-eighths. "There is a 
very small amount going to one of 
the knitting mills," Wakeman stat- 
ed. 


The company was incorporated 


in 1882. The mill, employing about 
110 men and women, was closed 
Sept. 1 of last year.

Boileau shouted the United States 
ought to "start getting rid" of bat- 
tleships which he said soon would 
be rendered "useless" by modern 
aircraft.

Body Not Chained 


Through an imbedded 8-mch tim- 


•ber, • the sheriff said, an eyebolt 
had been securely fastened. Attach- 
ed to the bolt was a length of chain 
to which Ross apparently had been 
fastened, although tne body was 
not chained when discovered. 


The roof of the chamber. Willis 


said, consisted of 2-by-8 timbers 
laid flush with thc ground and 
spiked down. In this loof was a 
trapdoor. 


Strewn over the roof, as thc sher- 


iff described it, were 6 to 8 inch 
birch logs and over these piles of 
slashings. The sheriff said no one 
would have discovered the tomb 
unless directed to it. He said no 
food was found in the vault, but 
that beside the bodies were a ham- 
mer, fountain pen, and oil tins.

The sheriff said a cursorv exam- 


ination of Ross' body did not dis- 
close gunshot wounds. Hoover said 
Anders confessed he shot the cider- "}ih th'o 
ly Chicagoan in the head. The slier- 
iff said Gray was shot in the head. 
Gray, whom Anders confessed to 
have shot in an argument over the 
disposal of the $50.000 ransom mon- 
ey, lay alongside Ross in thc hole. 
Both bodies were badly decompos- 
ed.

They were accused in the book of 


billing the government for $75.00 for the 
burial of. workers who died during an 
influenza epidemic 
at 
a 
government- 


owned plant which they were operating 
"and had sold the bodies for $11 each" 
making them merchants in corpses as well 
as defrauders of the government. 
They 


were accused, too, of bootlegging indus- 
trial alcohol. 


The speed and the rage with which 


they have turned upon the alleged muck- 
raker are unusually indicative of some- 
thing more than indignation. The story 
told in court, of course, wiifl'TJring to the 
public the facts. 


It is clear that history is repeating 


itself. Muckrakers attach themselves to 
every liberal era like barnacles on an 
ocean greyhound. Whereas every conserv- 
ative era finds tree lance writers building 
up the Super-Man Myth. 


Muckrakers as well 
as 
Super-man 


Myth builders have a yen for big money 
and paw over the garbage or pay hom- 
age with flattery, 
both 
eyes 
watching 


the bank account at all times. When the 
muckraker finds something putrid enough 
to make people stop in their tracks and 
buy he is happy. When his quest is vain, 
he does not stop at substituting his own 
morbid ideas. Anything for the money. 


The protocols of Zion, accusing the 


Jewish race of every sort of ficndishness 
that fiendish minds could imagine were 
written by muckrakers. 
The spurious 


Knights of Columbus oath detailing just 
the way in which members would slice 
people to pieces if they did not admit the 
authority of Rome was written by muck- 
rakers. 


The finest compliment that can be 


paid to the intelligence of the American 
people is that they revolt against this 
stuff after they've had a certain dosage. 
It just won't stay down on their stom- 
achs. 


Muckrakers thus are instrumental in 


causing great political revulsions. 


During the liberal era that terminated 


when America took up Europe's quar- 
rels and went to war, muckraking be- 
came a fine art but was exposed far and 
wide. It was libel suits that exposed it. 


Wisconsin furnished two such suits, 


and one of them made a man governor 
of this state. 


Charles F. Pfister of Milwaukee final- 


ly sued a progressive publication for def- 
amation of character. Although the pub- 
lication had called him every sort of rogue 
that could be imagined it was interesting 
to note when the case came to court the 
defense was largely based upon the claim 
that the language used was only employed 
in a Pickwickian sense just a play on 
words, and didn't really mean that he was 
an evil fellow at all. A Milwaukee jury 
awarded Mr. Pfister $15,000 damages, the 
supreme court upheld the trial as fair, 
and the progressive publication's influ- 
ence was at an end. At least it went out 
of business. 


Collier's Magazine^ looking around for 


a little safe muck, cone into Wisconsin 
and started writing articles about a man 
named Phillipp of Milwaukee, accusing 
him of all that sort of skullduggery that 
makes the average citizen mad and be- 
cause he feels that slick dealing and hy- 
pocrisy are adding to his cost of living."

really getting at the truth. 


Phillipp had theretofore been a can- 


didate for governor but made a very poor 
showing. Yet after the libel suit Wiscon- 
sin swept him into office and kept him 
there three terms.

raking is no exception. ' 


The accusation against the DuPonts 


of selling dead bodies of transient workers 
whose homes could not be found or con- 
verting them into fertilizer or chemicals 
seems about the last word possible among 
the accusations.that depraved minds can 
create.

It is one thing in political life to take

it is a right of all people to construe them ' 
as they wish. 


But when the facts are chiseled out of 


cold stone, when some repellant and vic- 
ious falsehood accussing another of crim- 
inal conduct or of vicious practices is just 
made up over night then it is time for a 
civilized people to call a halt, and irre- 
spective of who is attacked or attacker.

Many employers who have been criti- 


cal of the National Labor Relations Act 
have obtained a sizeable laugh now and 
then, possibly somewhat forced, out of 
some absurd developments including the 
dog fight staged by Mr. Lewis for as- 
cendency in the labor world. 


But now it may be appropriate for the 


workers themselves, to look over sit- 
uations that have 
developed 
in 
this 


country concerning union labor in relation 
to privately 
operated 
businesses 
and 


those operated by the government. 


For instance, in New York, there are 


three employers of transport workers. 
Two are private and one, the subway, is 
municipally owned, and all are in sub- 
stantial competition with each other. 


The two privately owned lines signed 


closed shop contracts with the Transport 
Workers Union. They did this under con- 
siderable pressure. The pressure not only 
came from the labor organizations but 
from many other quarters. After the con- 
tracts were signed the employers in a 
public statement detailed the many sourc- 
es of pressure which indicated that the 
workers have a great many friends and 
many of them among stockholders and 
officers of the operating companies. 


But when it came to signing up with 


the municipally owned line—ah, that was 
a problem of a different color. The chair- 
man of the Board of Transportation which 
operates the municipally owned line, re- 
fused to go into conference with union rep- 
resentatives. The union sent for the State 
Labor Relations Board to persuade the 
municipal authorities. 
This Board was 


told by the chairman of the Board of 
Transportation to mind its business. The 
labor board fixed a time for an informal 
meeting. 
The Board of Transportation 


refused to appear. It is tough and hard- 
boiled. Beside it Tom Girdler is a smil- 
ing youth. 


And the very plain humor of the sit- 


uation is intensified by the fact that po- 
litical labor seems to think we will have 
an oasis of milk and honey if we have 
municipal ownership of all public utilities. 


Labor, which seeks the right to bar- 


gain collectively, and insists upon the 
right of conference, may be with its mu- 
nicipal ownership platform cutting away 
the very ground from under its feet. With 
a private employer, at least, there is some- 
one to bargain with.

THE TROUBLE IN FRANCE 


America lias something more of an in- 


terest in France than an old friendship. 
France represents the eastern outpost of 
democracy. 
If the rule of the people 


fails in France, if the excesses of democ- 
racy render it so awkward that the French 
people turn elsewhere for orderly gov- 
ernment democracy will have suffered a 
body blow the world over and a set-back 
tiiat may require generations to regain. 


The basic trouble in France today is 


not changing ministries, the falling franc, 
excessive taxation nor industrial tumult, 
rather are these the results largely of 
highly erroneous notions concerning the 
road to prosperity. 


The principal cause of French ills is a 


failure of a system that excepts every- 
thing by cutting production. 


Chautemps, with the figures at his fin- 


gertips, saw his nation sinking and de- 
manded "that production be increased 
since the whole social fabric depends on 
it." 


The laws enacted by the popular front 


together with a constant fanfare of ex- 
pensive strikes have forced production 
down, costs up, the little or medium sized 
plant out of business, restriction in sales 
at home and loss of foreign markets. 


America and Britain are committed to 


a policy to help stabilize the franc but 
stabilization is impossible where produc- 
tion is destroyed. 
In the respect men- 


tioned French difficulties arc not unlike 
our own except {lint \ve arc .stronger and 
can stand more .tb'isc. 


Strikes always aggravate such a situ- 


ation but irresolute policies of govern- 
ment, plunging hither and thither to sat- 
isfy one of a dozen political blocs, aggra- 
vate it more. 


Can France recover her lost economic 


strength? Will her rulers diagnose clear- 
ly her malady? If they do will they have 
the hardihood to swing the rudder around 
and put bcr back on the right course? 
And finally will the people support thorn 
in policies of construction? 


Those are the real questions for France 


today. They pcem to be about the same 
questions in every democracy.

trump. East hopped up with the 
ace. West had discarded two of his 
spades on the third and fourth 
rounds of hearts. Now, when East 
returned the spade queen, declar- 
er's king was slaughtered by a ruff 
on West's part. Finally, of course, 
the defenders had to be conceded a 
club, since declarer could hardly 
throw all of his losing clubs on the 
one established heart in dummy.

Lold declarer that thirteen tricks 
were impossible. 
Even 
had the 


liearts broken 3-3, which would 
ive declarer four heart tricks, he 


still could not throw away two 
spades and two clubs on the heart 
suit. Thus, he should have made no 
effort to avoid the loss of a spade 
trick. One of his earliest 
plays 


should have been dummy's single- 
,on spade, to insure the establish- 
ment of the king, which in turn 
would, permit the discard of dum- 
my's losing club.

Sphinxes and Obelisks 


"When 
someone 
mentions 
the 


word "sphinx", we are likely to 
think of the Great Sphinx of Gizeh. 
That is the largest and most famous 
sphinx, but it is far from being the 
only one. Hundreds 
of 
sphinxes 


were made by people of ancient 
Egypt, and other olden countries 
had sphinxes as well. 


The Alabaster Sphinx at Memphis. 


Sometimes a Sphinx was given 


the face of a woman and the body 
of a lion fitted with wings. In 
Egypt it was common to' place the 
head of a man. or a hawk, or a ram, 
on the body of a lion. 


Next to the Great 
Sphinx, the 


best-known statue of this kind is 
the Alabaster Sphinx of Memphis. 
This Sphinx is 26 feet long and 14 
feet high. Its weight is about 80 
tons, and it dates back about 3,200 
years. 


Obelisks are other monuments of 


Egyptian sculptors. These pillars 
rise to heights of from 20 feet to 
over 100 feet. The name, "obelisk" 
means "pointed pillar," and obelisks 
are always pointed at the top. They 
are four-sided. 


Heliopolis, a little 
city not* far 


from Cairo, is the home of the old- 
est obelisk in Egypt. Oddly enough. 
it is supposed to have been set up 
in the year 1938 B. C. This would 
give it an age of exactly twice the 
number of our present 
calendar 


year. The obelisk is 67 feet high, 


and is believed to weigh about 121 
tons. 


Among the 
queens of ancient* 


Egypt was one named Hatshepsut. 
She lived 34 centuries ago, and her 
reign lasted 22 years. Being a firm 
believer in the old Egyptian relig- 
ion. she caused temples to be built 
—chiefly in honor of the god Am- 
un. She also ordered two great obe- 
lisks to be" set up at Karnak. One 
of the obelisks still stands. It is 97 
feet high and 
weighs 
about 325 


tons. 


The obelisk of queen Hatshep- 


sut is almost covered with writing. 
Here is the meaning of. some of the 
old Egyptian sentences: 


"I have done this from a loving 


heart for my father Amun. 1 was 
sitting in my palace when my heart 
led me to mrjie for him two obe- 
lisks with electrum tops._Eacb obe- 
lisk was cut from 
one block of. 


granite without seam or joining. 
My majesty caused men to work 
seven months to take the granite 
from the mountain. The electrum 
for the tops of the obelisks was 
measured out like sacks of grain." 
• The electrum of which the queen 
spoke was a silver-gold alloy, the 
olden "white gold." The queen was 
not sparing about the use of this 
precious material. An old record 
tells us that 12 bushels of white 
gold were used to decorate another 
work she set up in honor of the 
gods. 


Queen Hatshepsut's 
obelisks is 


the highest one now in Egypt, but a 
larger one stands 
in St. Peer's 


square, outside St. Peter's church in 
Rome. It was transported 
from 


Egypt to Rome by order of a Ro- 
man emperor.

dustries arc one of our greatest 
hopes for solving unemployment. 
The industrial revolution, with its 
inventions and the growth of new 
businesses, has Riven America her 
wonderful standard of livinc. I am 
convinced that even greater pro- 
gress lies ahead if we can only 
solve our taxing problem. New in- 
dustries require new money. Our 
present tax laws prevent new in- 
dustries from 
getting this 
new 


capital. But while the capital is 
lacking today, the inventions are 
not!Since the 
industrial revolution 


began 150 years ago. the speed of 
inventions has constantly increased. 
From 1881-1890. 218.000 patents were 
issued at Washington. In the ten 
vears from 1921-30 the total had 
more than doubled to 442.000. The 
depression 
did not put on the 


brakes. In fact, it stepped up the 
tempo under the 
impetus of the 


need for cost-saving devices and 
new products. 
He.ice. the patent 


office's speedometer now registers 
50.000 patents yearly. And with all 
the New Deal "reforms." the next 
few years will probably set a new 
all-time record. 


Inventions Bring Pi ogress 


These new patents and their in- 


dustrial offspring have had a tre- 
mendous effect on our lives. The 
infant industries of today will bring 
further changes in our industrial 
progress. They will throw millions 
out of work in old industries, but at 
the same time they will open up 
millions of jobs in new businesses. 
Here is a synopsis of the novel in- 
ventions: 


1. Agriculture: Perhaps the most 


violent upheavals will 
come in 


farming methods. 
Mechanical cot- 


ton pickers promise as revolution- 
ary changes in the south as Mo 
Cormick's harvesters brought in the 
west. Thousands of share-croppers 
and millions of field hands will be 
displaced. But lower cotton prices 
should boost demand for textiles, 
while the making and repairing of 
cotton pickers will build a new in- 
dustry. 1938 may tell how soon the 
south must 
face these 
readjust- 


ments in her cotton economy 


Cheap tractors are soon to come on 


the market at a price within the 
reach of nearly every farmer. In 
addition to opening up jobs for 
their builders, these tractors will 
mean new records for farm output, 
thus adding 
to our agricultural 
"surpluses." 


Chemical Treatment 


Chemurgy — the converting of 


farm products into industrial ma- 
terials by 
chemical treatment— 


will open new markets for our 
farm "surpluses." 
A brief list of 


progress to date: Roads made from 
cotton, cosmetics from oats, glass 
from milk, paint and automobile 
parts from soy-beans. The time is 
virtually 
here when automobile 


bodies and hundreds of industrial 
parts will be made from wheat- 
chaff, corn-husks, and similar farm 
by-products. 


Tray agriculture may make even 


city families partially independent 
of truck gardeners. 
Certain vege- 


table crops are now being planted 
in compact liquid chemical trays 
which contain all necessary plant 
food elements. Results arc pheno- 
menally large and productive to- 
mato, potato, and strawberry plants. 
"Tray farming" is still in "the ex- 
perimental stage, but lower living 
costs and more factory and ser- 
vicing jobs arc the potential re- 
sults. 


Plastics Arc Spearhead 


2. Science: In the industrial pro- 


gress of the last decade, science 
has been the trail-blazer. Plastics 
have been a spearhead. They come 
from vegetable substances. Bakelite. 
galalith. celluloid, 
pyroxylin, and 


similar synthetic materials arc dis- 
placing wood, glass, metal, and pa- 
per in the making of such products 
as fountain pens, ash-trays, jewelry, 
kitchenware. and knickknacks. 


Artificial fibres are made from 


cellulose which in turn is produced 
from plant stalks. Rayon is a well- 
known artificial "silk" fibre. But 
now "wool" fibers are to be spun 
in factories rather than sheared on 
the sheep rancncs. 
Big changes 


are ahead in woolen mills, sheep 
raising, and allied occupations. 


Synthetic Rubber 


Synthetic rubber has long hern a 


dream of the chemists—not just lo 
make rubber cheaper lhan it can be 
"raised." but to do thinzs natural 
rubber cannot do. They havo final- 
ly succeeded but costs are still too 
high. Coal is a major ingredient. 
Gasoline under a new hvdrogcna- 
tion process also comes from coal.

E are indebted'to the Ameri- 
can Indian for three imple- 
ments necessary in wilder- 


ness travel—the canoe, thc snow- 
shoe or webbed racquet, and the 
toboggan. All of these were devised 
by him as the result of necessity. 
When deep snows fell, he could not 
have hunted the forests in winter 
without the aid of the snowshoe, 
and without the aid of the tobog- 
gan he could not have taken with 
him his shelter and other necessary 
equipment. The canoe made it pos- 
sible for him 
to penetrate 
the 


farthest reaches of the wilderness 
in summer. All were necessary to 
his life and very existence. 


Our early pioneers quickly recog- 


nized the utility of these imple- 
ments in wilderness life, and adopt- 
ed .them. They played no small part 
in "the subjugation of the North 
American wilderness, and the set- 
tlement 
and civilization 
of our 


country. With slight modifications 
and adaptations we are using them 
today, and increasingly, for sports 
or pleasure or for recreational pur- 
poses, a valued heritage from the 
American Indian. 


Was A Necessity 


The Indian toboggan (tp-bas-kan) 


was quite as necessary in the In- 
dian's life as the snowshoe. The 
runners of an ordinary sled would 
sink deeply in the untrodden snows 
of the forest, and therefore would 
be of little use. Only a flat-bottom- 
ed vehicle that would ride upos the 
surface of the snow and support a 
load 
would 
serve. 
This 
need 


brought forth the toboggan. In thc 
Indian's life it served wholly as an 
implement of utility.

inan. It varies slightly in construc- 
tion and size, depending upon the 
region in which it is used or the 
character of service for which it is 
intended; but 
Indian toboggans, 


wherever found, arc essentially thc 
same. While the length naturally 
varies, that in common use is from 
6 to 8 feet in length. I have never 
seen one that exceeded 12 feet The 
end of the curved front or hood may 
rise as much as 18 inches above the 
flat or sliding bottom. The tip of 
the curve is reinforced by a slightly 
concaved bar. The end of the curv- 
ed tip is rarely more than 9 inches 
wide. This gradually widens to 13 j 
or H inches at thc first cross-bar, 
where thc floor or sliding surface 
begins. From the first bar. rear- 
ivard, thc floor gradually widens to 
16 or even 13 inches, where a sec- 
ond cross-bar occurs. From this 
point thc width decreases and is 
not more than from 5 to 7 inches 
at the heel. There are usually four 
or five cross-bars upon the floor, 
depending upon the length of the 
toboggan. These are spaced at equal 
distances, one from the other. On 
each side is a line drawn taut and 
secured to thc ends of each cross- 
bar from front to rear. 


The load is evenly distributed, 


the heavier articles at the bottom, 
thc lighter ones on top, covered 
with a tarpaulin or skins,\and lash- 
ed Jnto place by securing' the lash- 
ins line at on"6 end of the forward!
